RE: AMATEUR RADIO FOR THE BICENTENNIAL OF THE U.S. CONSTITUTION 


Summer will soon be upon us with a resulting decrease in 
club sponsored activities. Before you get into the vacation mode, 
however, we have a special announcement that might help spark interest 
in an on-the-air club operation this fall. 


League HQ will be sponsoring a celebration of the 
Bicentennial of the U.S. Constitution by offering a special "We the 
People" W.A.S. award for operators contacting stations using the 
Bicentennial prefix. Club sponsored special event stations will have 
a different prefix than independent stations operating in the event. 
The enclosed calendar for special event stations will let you plan 
what time frame your state will be eligible to put the Bicentennial 
prefix on-the-air. Each state will have one week--as close as 
possible to the date of entry into the Union. ARRL-affiliated clubs 
are required to register their special event callsigns with League HQ 
so we'll know what clubs plan to put a special event station on-the- 
air. A club special event registration form is enclosed with this 
Bicentennial package. 


Operating a special event station is only one aspect of the 
celebration. Your club might also want to send a message through NTS 
signifying that all club members have read and ratified the 
Constitution. You could use a special ARRL-message number like "200." 
Pocket-sized Constitutions (up to 50) and a 1987 calendar are free 
upon request from the Commission on the Bicentennial of the United 
States Constitution. 


The celebration will kickoff on September 17, 1987 (date 
Constitution was approved by state delegates) with two special event 
stations in Philadelphia and Washington D.C. The special event 
activity will last until December 31, 1988, so you'll have to be on 
your toes to work a special event station in all 50 states. Check

CALENDER FOR SPECIAL EVENT CLUB STATIONS OFFICIAL JOURNAL 


Each state will be assigned one week for special event participation between 
December 5, 1987 and December 30, 1988. Because this is the 200th year of 
the ratification of the U.S. Constitution, clubs can use "200" in the prefix 
of their special event callsigns during the assigned week of the state that 
they are in. For example, if your club callsign is W3UFD and your club is 
located in PA, your special event callsign during the week of December 12-18 
would be W200UFD. If you don't have a club callsign, then choose a callsign 
from your club membership to use as a special event callsign during your 
club's assigned week in the celebration. In-district callsigns only may 
replace the numeral in their callsigns with "200". For example, Lee 
Hayford, AH2W, ARRL Club Program Manager, lives in Connecticut. Lee could 
not use his callsign for a Connecticut club's special event callsign because 
he doesn't have a “one-land" call. Where there is more than one state for 
the same week, they are in the same call district. Thus, the normal 
callsign can always be deciphered from the Bicentennial callsign. 


The ARRL is requesting clubs to register their special event callsigns to 
give the FCC ready access for information about "200" callsigns. Because 
the °200* callsigns will vary from state to state each week, there is no 
easy way to identify what call area a station is in without pre-registering 
the callsigns. The ARRL Club Services Department will keep a current 
computer database of club special event Bicentennial of the U.S. 
Constitution callsigns. Thanks for your help. Please complete the enclosed 
club registration form and return it to League HQ in the S.A.S.E. as soon as 
possible. Remember to check September QST for full details.
